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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Sandwich: 

As  my  term  of  office  as  your  superintendent  did 
not  begin  until  September,  1937,  this  report  is  based 
upon  the  observation  of  a  few  short  months  only.  It 
did  not  take  long,  however,  to  perceive  that  the  schools 
were  in  the  hands  of  capable  teachers,  and  that  what- 
ever is  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  future  improvement 
will  simply  be  continuing  to  build  upon  the  excellent 
foundation  which  Superintendent  Jackson,  with  the 
help  of  the  school  board  and  people  of  Sandwich,  has 
laid.

(a)  Statistics  of  our  schools. 

(b)  Changes  in  supervisory  unions. 

(c)  Our  school  buildings. 

(d)  Current  problems  and  education,

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In  the  foregoing  table,  several  significant  facts  de- 
serve mention.  The  Chick's  Corner  school  has  main- 
tained the  enviable  and  very  unusual  record  of  an  en- 
tire school  year  without  a  single  tardiness.  The  school 
year  in  Sandwich  is  a  little  more  than  two  days  longer 
than  the  State  average.  The  only  school  falling  no- 
ticeably below  the  State  average  in  attendance  and 
freedom  from  tardiness  is  the  North  Sandwich  school. 

In  the  matter  of  tardiness,  which  has  been  men- 
tioned from  time  to  time  in  the  reports  of  preceding 
superintendents,  analysis  of  last  year's  record  shows 
that  five  families  only,  in  the  entire  district  of  Sand- 
wich, are  responsible  for  70  out  of  119  tardinesses. 

Changes  in  Supervisory  Unions 

Because  of  a  reduction  in  the  appropriation  for 
salaries  of  school  superintendents  made  by  the  leg- 
islature at  its  last  session,  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation has  again  been  required  to  regroup  some  of 
the  districts  of  the  state  into  larger  unions.  This 
union  now  consists  of  the  following  six  districts,  with 
the  number  of  teachers  and  pupils  in  each  as  indi- 
cated. (Part  time  teachers  and  music  supervisors  are 
not  counted.)

Our  School  Buildings 

Buildings  seem  to  be  well  lighted,  in  good  repair, 
and  very  well  equipped.  A  new  addition  has  been  built 
at  the  Lower  Corner  school,  for  storage  and  toilet 
facilities.  The  window  in  the  front  of  the  room  at 
Whiteface  should  be  eliminated  or  effectively  covered. 

Current  Problems  and  Education 

In  these  days  of  rapid  change  in  the  scientific  and 
economic  world,  it  is  very  easy  for  any  of  us  to  find 
ourselves  out  of  date  in  our  educational  progress.  In 
order  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  march  of  events,  each 
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school    has    one   or    more  copies  of     an     inexpensive 
weekly  newspaper  published  for  use  in  schools. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  in  most  of  the 
schools,  are  combining  their  study  of  geography  and 
history  into  a  unified  course  in  social  science,  which 
should  give  a  better  insight  into  the  development  of 
our  country's  civilization  and  the  significance  of  mod- 
ern movements  than  was  possible  by  studying  the  two 
subjects  separately. 

Teaching  the  Fundamentals 

In  our  efforts  to  do  our  school  work  in  the  most 
modern  and  effective  way,  we  try  never  to  lose  sight 
of  those  old-fashioned  necessities,  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  and  spelling.  Standardized  tests  recently 
given  show  that  the  work  of  Sandwich  pupils  is  equal 
or  superior  to  the  average  of  pupils  elsewhere  in  the 
country.  Especially  good  results  were  revealed  in  arith- 
metic and  language  tests. 

Music  Education 

Especial  commendation  is  due  to  the  Quimby  School 
for  its  excellent  work  in  music  teaching.  Probably  no 
other  high  school  in  New  England  has  so  large  a  per- 
centage of  its  pupils  enrolled  in  musical  organizations. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  pupils  who  enter  this 
school  have  so  little  background  of  musical  knowledge. 
A  better  foundation  in  this  subject  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  work  at  Quimby  to  be  even  more  effec- 
tive. 

Of  the  six  districts  in  this  supervisory  union,  Sand- 
wich is  the  only  one  which  does  not  have  the  advan- 
tage of  a  regular  supervisor  of  music.  In  each  of  the 
other  five  districts,  one  is  employed  on  a  part  time 
basis.  The  supervisor's  duty  is  to  visit  each  school 
one  period  a  week,  conduct  or  supervise  a  music  class, 
and  assign  work  to  be  covered  by  the  regular  teacher 
before  the  next  week's  visit.  The  cost  of  such  a  service 
for  Sandwich  would  be  about  $300  for  the  year. 

Acknowledgements 

One  of  the  pleasantest  features  of  a  superintendent's 
work  is  the  willing  cooperation  of  teachers,  school 
board  members,  and  people  of  the  community.  In  this 
respect,  the  Sandwich  people  have  shown  that  they

by  name — deserve  our  thanks  for  their  spirit  of  help- 
fulness.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  prepare  this  report  for  the 
citizens  of  Sandwich. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  pupils  inspected. 
Seven  pupils  found  needing  vision  corrected;  7  pupils 
found  with  visions  already  corrected;  4  pupils  having 
glasses  for  the  first  time;  61  pupils  having  defective 
teeth;  11  pupils  having  enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils; 
3  pupils  having  orthopedic  defects  under  treatment; 
126  visits  made  to  schools ;  165  visits  made  to  homes ; 
51  cases  of  measles  reDorted  among  school  children ; 
21  interviews  made  with  officials. 

Thanks  are  due  Sandwich  Red  Cross  Chapter  for 
help  with  glasses  and  tonsil  cases  and  for  financing 
the  Dental  Clinic  held  by  means  of  group  appoint- 
ments in  Dr.  Pottle's  office  in  Meredith. 

Below  follows  a  statement  of  the  work  done:  70 
pupils  examined;  67  pupils  treated;  67  pupils  had 
completed  the  work  needed;  50  received  prophylactic 
treatment;  55  temporary  teeth  were  extracted;  21 
permanent  teeth  were  extracted ;  2  cement  fillings  were 
used,  132  silver  amalgam  fillings  were  used;  56  por- 
celain fillings   were  used;  9  treatments  were  given; 

I  pupil  had  gas   administered;   321   total   operations 
performed. 

The  above  work  put  into  excellent  condition  the 
teeth  of  practically  every  child  in  Sandwich  whose 
parents  would  consent  to  the  needed  work  being  done. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  Mt.  Israel  Grange,  the 
Woman's  Club,  the  Ladies  Society  of  North  Sandwich^ 
as  well  as  all  those  people  who  so  kindly  assisted  with 
transportation. 

Financial  statement  follows:  21  received  free  care; 

II  paid  part  of  the  cost ;  37  paid  full  cost  of  the  work. 
After  such  an  admirable  beginning  it  is  most  de- 
sirable that  the  work  be  continued.  So  much  atten- 
tion to  prophylactic  care  at  a  clinic  seems  unnecessary 
if  parents  co-operate  in  insisting  that  their  children 
practice  daily  and  faithfully  with  their  tooth  brushes. 
It  is  hoped  we  may  continue  these  group  appointments 
with  the  dentist.  Dr.  Pottle  deserves  our  everlasting 
gratitude  for  being  willing  to  devote  so  many  hours 
to  the  children  of  this  and  neighboring  towns  at  such 
greatly  reduced  rates. 

It  has  been   a  pleasure   to  work  in   a  community 
where  such  splendid  cooperation  is  available.
